Wasmsatos, D, U, Nov. 20, - There will
be jssued this woeak, from the statlatician’s
oftfico of the Interstate Commeoree commission
thoe third ounusl réport of the “Suitistics of
Ratlways fnthe Unlred States,” Thig report
gives comprehensive statistics covering the
operations of rallways for the year ending
June 1800, and o statoment of earnings
from passenger and freight servion, together
with operating expenses and fixed charges
for the nine motiths ending Mareh 81, 1501,
A morviked featuro of t report, which adds

is

greatly to dhe value of its statistics, 1s
the division of all statistios into ten
territorial BTOL P, by which the

differences in conditions of operations in var-
lous parts of the country are clearly brought
rormerly, all statistics have been
pussed for the eotire country, and the avers
ages deduected bave boen for all the callronds
in the United States, The comparison ron-
dored possible by this report shows marked
differenzes in the differcat pavts of the
country,

to notice.

Miles of Road in Operation,
Hallway mileage i the United States on
June i, 150, was 10360805 miesa; the In-
crease in vallway mileage brought into over-
ation during tho year wos 6,000,00, Michigan
shows the largest fucrease in railway mile-
ace during the vear, belng 430,05 miles, and
Georgia comes next with an inoreased mile-
age of 4704 .piles. Group V, muade up of
the states of Kentueky, Mississippi, Alabwmwa,
Goorgia and PFlorian, shows nn  Increased
mileago of 1,370,832 miles duting the yoar
The total length of teack for the Unlted
States, including all tracks, sigings and
spurs, is 2000 GT miles,
Tho number of railway corporations on

dunedo, 1800, was 1,707, OF these, 57 are
cinssed s private  roads, with o towal
mmileage of 516 miles, Nine hundred and
Lwonty-sevon of  <these corporations
e opernting companios nnd Tl
nre  subsidiary companies  that is  to

say, tho mileage which thoy own is leased to
other companies, representing a mileage of
Lot 10 miles, or his been  roorganizod aur-

ing the venr—and  thirty -fonr companies,
represcnting o mileago of 100557 miles,
have merged their vorporate oxistonce iuto

othore corporations, IFifvy compaales, ropre-
sonting a mileage of O,106.04 miles, have
been eonsalidated with  other companies.
Thus 85,1011 miles of line have, during the
year. disappeared as independent companies.
Forty railway corporations operate 77,-
872,08 “miles of line, or 47.71 per cent of the
total milenge, The averace length of a line
for these forty roads 1s nearly 2,000 miles,

Income of Big Corporations.

There are seventv-four companies in the
United States  whose gross incomes are
ENAT,000,000,  put of n total gross income of
all  railways in the country of $1,001,-
RiT,i2; that is to say, soventy-four rail-
way corporations receive S0 per cent of the
totul amount paid vy the people of the United
States to the rallway sorvice.

The total number of locomolives in the
Ubited Statas is 20,025 of which 8,351 are
Missonger locomotives and 16,140 are freight
oeomotives. This shows teu freight locomo-
tives and five passenger locomotives for each
100 mikes of operated tine,

Tha vumber of cars used in the railway
service is 1,104, 185, of which 26,511 are in the

NEED OF ENGINEERS,

Extracts from Commoldore Melville's
Report,

Wasmixarox, D, C., Nov. M. —Commodore
Melville, chief of the bureau of steam en-
glneering, has submitted bis anouual report
to the seeretary of the navy., After detail-
ing the work accomplished during the past
fizenl year and the condition of the ma-
chinery of tho vessels of the navy, the report
touches upon the nocds of the various navy
yards,

By far the most important feature of the
roport is Commodore Melville's statoment
touching the personnel of the engincer corps,
He says: “It 15 with regrot I am agiin
compelled to report that the number of en-

gineer officers is insufticient for the proper
performance of the  duties helonging
to them, and to emphasize the fact that

unless measures are at onea laken to remody
this condition ana to stop the steady
deervease in numbers, we shall before loug
have a painful awakening by a sertous break-

down or accident on some of our ves-
sels, There Is o limit t even a
naval  engineer’'s  endurance; and whiie

the ofMicors of the engineer corps will do thelr
best to ke all necdiul repairs  and keep in
eficient condition the mugnificent machinory
of the pew vessels, from which the country
Justiy expects so mueh, and in which iv takes
o propoer prige, they ¢an 20 oo further than
the Hmiv of their physienl strength, When
this has been redched the machinery must
tako core of itself"”
